The Killing of 
Bilingual Ed Rules 


Education Secretary 工 H. Bell announced Monday 
that the Department of Education is discarding the bi- 
lingual education rules proposed by the Carter ad- 
ministration. 。 

It ls a major setback for 
country. 

.Bilingual education，as well as bilingual ballots， 
has been under heavy criticism. Although-some of 
the criticism has come as a ITesult of bigotry; most has 
come from misunderstanding. 

Bilingual education does not neglect English，as 
many people believe. Many students learn English 
faster and with a better understanding，because their 
native tongue is performing a useful function in the 
learning process， Many immigrant Students are 
learning and adjusting better in abilingual setting, be- 
cause they never have to negate their native language. 

Some well-meaning persons are unconvinced that a 
student can be taught bilingually. All they have to do 
is look at the many European schools where one OF 
two foreign languages are taught. Persons who doubt 
that Chinese and English could be learned at the same 
time should check out the schools in Singapore and 
Hong 天 ong. 

We believe that bilingual education willl produce a 
student not only familiar with two languages and two 
cultures, but better adjusted in our pluralistic Society， 
with- a broader perspective of life and the world 
around us. 

We urge Secretary Bejll to reconsider his decision， 
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they are “fiercely opposed by 
many，supported by few.”“The 
rules are am intrusion On state and 
local responsibility,， he added. 


Bell said President Reagan Sup- 


ported his dumping the rules. 

The secretary said that until his 
sta 人 fft can rewrite the rules to make 
them more flexible，the depart- 
ment will revert to guidelines is- 
sued in 1975$. Those guidelines 
Were a Iesponse to the 1973 Su- 
Preme Court decision holding that 
schools must instruct non-English- 
speaking students， 

Supporters of bilingual educa- 
tion are worried that the with- 
drawal of the rules would under- 
mine the foundation of such an 
educational process,. Thousands of 
new immigrants are taught in bi- 
lingual classrooms throughout the 
nation's Schools. 


Victor Low，special project 
head in the San Francisco Unified 
School District's bilingual educa- 
tion program，told 五 ast/West that 
Belbs action would have little or 
no effect -in California，because 
state standards are already more 
stringent than the discarded rules.

Zhuhai was changed to amunici- 
pality directly under the jurisdic- 
tion of the provincial government. 

At the turn of the century there 
was a grandiose Scheme to develop 
Xiangzhou into a_port，and a de- 
yelopment company was formed in 
1909. 再 owever，little came of 
these beginnings and Xiangzhou 
remained a .nondescript hamlet 
until it became the county seat. At 
Present Xiangzhou is primarily a 
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center for the fishing industry with 
anumber of supporting industries， 
such as a fish packing plant and a 
Shipyard. Fishermen working on 
thelir nets and weaving cables on 
the townm S _ Streets_ are common 
sights. 

Similar to Jing'an in Doumen， 
Xiangzhou is a new town，The 
Straight wide streets and new 
buildings are strikingly_ different 
from the historically older，longer 
established towns， As with many 
Structures in China today most of 
the newer edifices are strictly func- 
tional in character. However，one 
of the exceptions is the local the- 
ater，the modernistic exterior of 
which Presented a pleasing 
appearamice.

Nearby another area is being de- 
veloped by Hong Kong entrepre- 
neurs into units for sale to over- 
Seas Chinese who may wish tO re- 
tire in China. The developers fur- 
nish the building materials, and in 
exchange for use of the land 
(Ownership of the land remains 让 
the hands of the state), one unit is 
given to China for each unit they ， 
bulld for themselves. 

This entire area between Xiang- 
zhou and Macao is also a special “ 
Zone for the importation of tech- ” 
nology from abroad. We Visited a 
Hong Kong-oOwned yarn factory，: 
equipped with German machinery- 
This plant had been in production ， 
for only a few months. At Tangjia

Of Batik Painting

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Among 
the craftspeople who will demon- 
strate their arts at the Chinese 
Spring Festival on- February 14 
and 15， will be a Chinese 
- Malaysian artist educated at Ox- 
ford University who now earns his 
living doing batik paintings，Chan 
Hong Lim . 

Born and raised in Penang， 
Malaysia, Lim has been exposed to 
a Very wide variety of art:; from 
the colorful Malaysian batik used 
for sarongs，to the _ traditional 
Chinese arts of calligraphy and 
brush painting，to thbe extremely 
academic and strictly realistic art 
taught at Oxford, to the freer and 
more abstract art taught at San 
Erancisco State University， 


His style today is essentially one 


whieh he has developed over the 


years，but which has been in- 
fluenced by much of the art he has 
studied. “In some of my paintings， 
there is a Chinese influence: they 
are Simple，I leave out a lot of 
space and they have aChinesecon- 
text to them . . .ITm also very inter- 
ested in African art,”Lim ex- 
plained. 


“The most important thing for 
an artist is how to look at things 一 

how to view an object. The rest is 
just changing materials 一 from o 计 
to ink, from canvas to paper,， he 
added. 

Although Lim had studied art 
while in grade and high school in 

_Penang，he never took formal art 
classes with a tutor. His interest in 
art Was sincere，however，and 
even as a child he often painted on 
weekends. After he graduated，he 
sent his portfolio to _ the Ruskin 
School of Art at Oxford University 
and was accepted. 

The three yearfs Lim spent at 
Oxford were very good ones; he 
said，and exposed him to a very 
different world of art than what 
he had seen in Malaysia. Several 
Weeks were often devoted to 
drawing one model， 
staking attention given to_ every 
detail. Lim- thought about study- 
ing with a Chinese master，but 
ultimately never did，although he 
practiced Chinese painting 区 
himself.

Lim today does oil painting， 
watercolors，brush painting and 
scrolls，but his main love is batik 
painting. Batik painting is a very 
exacting art，and involves great 
patience， As with regular batik- 
dyeing，it involves dye，cloth- 
cotton，linen，silk，canvas Or wool 
may be used and ，wWax， 
However，given the dyeing pro- 
cess, there is no Toom for error 一 
nothing -can be erased oOT 
“Smoothed out.… 

Cotton is Lim's favorite cloth to 
use， The dyes he uses _ are all 
commercially prepared，The 
WwWaxes he uses Vary: paraffin is 
harder; beeswax is a little softer 
but more expensive and flour 
paste may also be used. Resin，fat， 
and oil may be addqed to the wax 
to_ adjust its covering ability，as 
desired, he said， 

FEINE 

The wax is melted and poured 
over the areas where the dye color 
is not wanted and the material is 
submerged in a cold water dye 
vat. Depending on the size of the 
ara, and the dye，brushes may be 
used. The material must dry 
completely in between dyeings， 
and the fabric is washed especially 
atthe end of the process to remove 
the excess dyes and wax, Often，a 
thin protective layer of wax is left 
on the cloth, Lim said . 

There are many variations to 
the above listed techniques which 
Lim uses to ecreate his batik 
paintings，Some are bold，with 
bright colors and simple shapes, 
others have subtle variations of 
color，and fine，graceful lines，

I can see why mlllions have 
come here Over the centuries to 
build, to gaze, to ponder, to con- 
quer or to die.， Perhaps China's 
most famous landmark,， this Site 1s 
noOw visited by five_ thousand 
People per day. The Great Wall is 
one of the marvels of the world 一 
one of the few unmilstakable signs 
of earth visible to the astronauts 
from outer Space.
